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THE convention season has begun 
for the Wargame, Boardgame and 
Military Miniature Industry. This is 
the time for the year ranging from 
March to September when most of 
the major conventions are held. 
Profitably speaking, it is a success¬ 
ful time for the manufacturers and 
retailers who attend these get- 
togethers. They are scattered all 
over the U.S. and take place mostly 
on college campuses. There are a 
few major conventions and a 
number of smaller minor ones. For 
the minor or local conventions, you 
should check in your local area. 

There are a number of different 
ways in which to locate a conven¬ 
tion being held in your area. The 
first method could be to check the 
Coming Events section of CM&HI. 
As we receive information about 
conventions, no matter what the 
size, it will be posted in this section 
of the magazine. If you happen to 
know of a convention in your area, 
send us the information. This way 
we can keep others in your area in¬ 
formed as to what is going on. We 
need this information at least two 
months in advance of the conven¬ 
tion days. 

It is also possible to check a 
number of the hobby magazines for 
this information. Many times ads 
appear promoting the convention. 
From this, you may find one that is 
being run in your local area. 

Another way is to check with the 
gaming clubs that are in your city or 
town. They are usually well in¬ 
formed as to what is going on and 
vhere. As a matter of fact, it could 
just be possible that the club you 
contact might be thinking of running 
its own convention. If this is so, and 
you already handle the products, 
you might think of setting up a 


booth at the convention and selling 
your product line. This is an ex¬ 
cellent way in which to generate 
new customers by letting the 
gamers know you handle the prod¬ 
ucts they want. 

If you are not sure of the clubs in 
your area there is a hobby publica¬ 
tion that publishes this information 
on a monthly basis. The name of 
this magazine is Wargamer’s 
Digest. At the end of each issue, 
there is a three or four page listing, 
with addresses, of clubs around the 
U.S., Canada and parts of Europe. 
It is a comprehensive listing and is 
updated as new information is re¬ 
ceived. 

If you don’t carry any of the prod¬ 
ucts in this field, that still doesn’t 
mean that you shouldn’t attend a 
convention. After all, what better 
way to study a potential market 
than by observing its participants? 
At the larger conventions there are 
usually a number of manufacturers 
present. You should go over and in¬ 
troduce yourself as a retailer inter¬ 
ested in handling some of his prod¬ 
ucts. You can be assured that you 
will receive all of the information 
that you ask for and then some. 
You will see their colorful displays 
and the manner in which they mer¬ 
chandise the products. From all of 
this, you may begin to get some of 
your own ideas on how best to sell 
in your particular area. 

Wargaming, Boardgaming and 
Military Miniatures can be a fas¬ 
cinating and enjoyable hobby. It 
can also be profitable for the retailer 
who promotes it in his area. The 
hobby is growing in leaps and 
bounds with new people becoming 
involved in it every day. These are 
the ones that you will be reaching. 
These are the ones that will con¬ 
tinue coming back for more. ■

IT's the last days of the battle. The outlook is bleak. The 
enemy is pushing forward. They’ve broken through your 
front lines, and are approaching the capital. The casualties 
are growing with every minute. Your men are starving. 
You’ll have to surrender. 

What can this be—the famous battle at Waterloo? The 
Germans marching against France? Nothing of the sort. It’s 
a table, about the size of a ping-pong set, where two people 
are creating a battle with military miniatures. And it’s all 
part of Wargaming—a hobby on the upsurge. 

The Compleat Strategist, located at 11 East Thirty-third 
Street in Manhattan, specializes in this quickly growing 
field. Wargaming is “simulations of past or future battles 
and wars,” as Mike Kilbert, the store’s proprietor put it. It 
consists of two major aspects: games and miniatures. 

Wargaming and boardgaming are played on maps, di¬ 
vided into hexagons, or game boards. This is the scene for 
your battles to be fought. Cardboard pieces are moved from 
spot to spot, marking off your troops’ position. 

Miniatures are the more visual portion of the hobby. Raw 
military miniatures are bought and must be painted and 
polished to make them look realistic. They are then laid out 
on huge tables, and the battle begins to rage. Special books 
provide the necessary information and rules to keep your 
wars “legal.” 

Mike and his brother Danny have owned this unique store 
for almost two years. It was bought by their father because 
he realized that wargaming was a growing industry. Mike 
says that “gaming on the whole is on the rise.” He notes 
that business has increased recently because they are 1 ‘get¬ 
ting more exposure,” such as advertisements in wargaming 
magazines and a feature in “Time” Magazine. The extra 
business is also due to the increase in popularity of the 
hobby. 

The Compleat Strategist is the only store of its type in 
New York City. They have, perhaps, the best selection of 
wargaming products in the country. As Mike put it, “Other

stores may carry one item, but we’ll carry the whole line.” 
They carry over a hundred lines, and because their in¬ 
ventory is so extensive, many of these are exclusive. In 
particular, they sell Ral Partha Miniatures exclusively. 

In addition to selling boardgames, miniature soldiers, ar 
a wide variety of military books, The Compleat Strategic 
offers seminars, a catalog, and a mailing list. They have a 
mail order department, as well as their retail store. Behind 
the store is a comfortable room, furnished with gaming 
tables. Mike and Danny invite people to come and play with 
their miniatures or boardgames in this uninterrupted atmos¬ 
phere. This helps bring people into the store, and increases 
interest in the hobby. 

Mike says that most of his customers are well educated 
males of any age; from small children to their grandfathers. 
He thinks that their interest stems from an interest in history 
and a sense of competition. After all, the hobby is educa-

tional. The participants must understand the theories of 
battle, and have a knowledge of geography and past wars. 

Mike remarks that the best selling items are whatever is 
the newest thing. “If we have a game here for more than six 
weeks, it’s a dead title People buy a game, play it, and get 
tired of it.” Because of this they tend to stock heavily on an 
item when it is first introduced, and later on they stock just 
enough to have the item on hand. 

He finds that the staff of this type of store should be 
knowledgeable. “It’s not just a hobby store selling models 
and glue.” They must have an active interest in it and be 
able to guide and advise the customers. He himself has four 
employees, on a full or part time basis.

Merchandise is 
arranged according to manufacturer. One wall display 
shows a selection of various boardgames. Facing them on 
the other side of the store are their unpainted military mini¬ 
atures. In a glass showcase are finished miniatures, beau¬ 
tifully detailed and realistic looking. There may be a battal¬ 
ion of Civil War soldiers, Cavalry men, or Revolutionary 
War Patriots. They give the customer an incentive, seeing 
what the finished product of their hard work will be. 

Wargaming is a hobby which for many is first opening its 
doors.

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The MFCA 37th Annual Show 


THE emphasis at this year’s show de¬ 
monstrated a return to the original 
goals of the sponsoring organization. 
The majority of dealers and all of the 
displays were oriented toward the 
miniature figure collector as opposed 
to the wargamer. In recent years, due 
to the incredible expansion of the war¬ 
gaming hobby, there was a growing 
number of wargame oriented events 
and dealers. Through a conscious 
effort, this year's committee invited 
primarily collector’s scale miniatures 
manufacturers to participate in the 
annual event. 

The usual excellent display of 
painted figures and dioramas was up to 
all expectations and certainly makes 
this show worth attending for anyone 
interested in miniatures of any scale. 
The only difficulty was that photo¬ 
graphing the exhibits was prohibited. 
This situation may not exist next year 
in that the committee hopes to make it 
possible to have a supervised period of 
time in which photographers can 
photograph these truly magnificent ex¬ 
hibits. 

From a marketing point of view, we 
are most interested in the new releases 
of the major manufacturers at the 
show. In this area the most attention 
was certainly focused on the wargame 
oriented exhibitors. The smaller scale 
figure manufacturers were well repre¬ 
sented with Miniature Figurines, 
Grenadier, Ral Partha, DragonTooth 
and Midge Miniatures all present. An 
unfortunate breakdown of the Heritage 
Models van kept their display from 
reaching the convention, much to the 
dismay of the principals of that com¬ 
pany who had flown to Chester for the 
release of several new figure lines. 

To go over the releases in order (al¬ 
phabetical) we begin with Dragon 
Tooth. This exhibit by Tom Loback

General Artworks featured several new 
releases as additions to their popular 
range of fantasy warriors of amphibian 
descent. The imaginary wars between 
the Saurians and the Amphibians can 
now be fully fought on a tabletop, 
complete with main armies and auxil¬ 
iary troops. In addition, DragonTooth 
also released an unbelievably beautiful 
new War Elephant, complete with a 
multi-towered castle on its back. The 
detail on this new casting has to be 
seen to be believed. 

Grenadier created the most ex¬ 
citement with the release of two new 
major sets for their popular Wizards 
and Warriors range. They could not 
have had enough of these two new 
large sets to satisfy the throngs clamor¬ 
ing to purchase. 

Though Heritage Models did not ac¬ 
tually display we have learned that the 
major releases scheduled for the show 
were both aimed at the huge science 
fiction market in the miniatures and 
wargame field. These two new ranges 
were a Star Trek range and a range of 
figures for the Edgar Rice Burroughs’ 
Martian stories. We have also been in¬ 
formed that rule booklets for wargam- 
ers on these subjects are soon to 
follow. 

Miniature Figurines showed two 
major new ranges, both of which are 
huge and complete figure ranges. The 
first is now available and deals with the 
period of European colonial wars in 
Africa and Asia. The second range is a 
brand new range of fantasy figures 
which will be available for sale within 
the next several months. These fantasy 
figures were truly imaginative and well 
sculpted. 

Ral Partha got the most attention 
from the addition of three new figures 
to their beautifully sculpted Fantasy 
Range. These included a terrific new 


centaur and a highly detailed winged 
demon. Their other big success was a 
new range of science fiction figures 
with excellent detail. These figures are 
packed only four to a pack which 
makes them ideal for either role play¬ 
ing games or battle games in the 
science fiction area. 

One of the collector scale com¬ 
panies, Superior, surprised everyone 
with the release of a huge miniature 
space ship. This casting showed ex¬ 
cellent detail and should prove popular 
with collectors, science fiction fans, 
and wargamers. 

There was only one of the “game” 
companies present at this year’s show, 
apparently because many of these 
companies had not been invited this 
year as their attendance was expected 
at the June Wargame Convention, also 
in Chester, Fantasy Games Unlimited 
did have several new releases, three of 
which attracted attention. The first of 
these was the most visual, a set of 
cut-apart paper buildings for a fan¬ 
tasy/medieval town, entitled Homes Sc 
Hovels . Sales were also brisk on a 
two-dimensional castle pack for siege 
games called Castle Plans . The 
biggest attention grabber was a new 
science fiction role playing game, 
Starships Sc Spacemen, which has one 
of the most attractive covers of any 
wargame rule book yet in print. 

All in all this was an excellent one 
day show. There was enough time to 
see all of the exhibits and all of the 
manufacturers. We would certainly 
recommend to retailers in the geo¬ 
graphic area of Philadelphia that they 
make the effort to attend this conven¬ 
tion next year and try to attend the 
popular wargame convention in Ches¬ 
ter on June 24. ■
